Avery County Baptist Association, 1921 


Beech Mountain Baptist Church, 
Thursday Morning, August 25, rg2r.

The greater amount of learning is now offered by the State, and 
will continue to be under State direction. This makes it the more 
important that we support Christian Education as offered thru our 
Denominational schools. The only one who is safe for himself or 
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others in the-Educational process, is the one whose ideas and mot- 
ives are influenced by the teachings of the Master, and our best op- 
portunity in gaining such influence is found in our Baptist schools. 

Parents can do much in this cause by holding up before the grow- 
ing child, Christian Education as the greatest of all learning. We 
recommend our Baptist High schools, such as we find at Bakersville 
and Burnsville. Then there is Wake Forest College for men and 


Meredith College for women, both have great opportunities for par- 
ents and children.
